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INTRODUCTION 


The  Social  Security  Administration  has  been  preparing  estimates 
of  health  expenditures  for  more  than  two  decades.    The  first  estimates 
were  limited  to  consumer  direct  outlays  for  medical  care  and  the  por- 
tion paid  by  private  health  insurance;  the  data  applied  to  calendar 
year  1948  and  were  published  in  1950  in  the  Social  Security  Bulletin. 
These  consumer  expenditures  continued  to  be  published  annually  through 
1963.    The  data  on  private  health  insurance  are  now  published  annually 
in  the  Bulletin.    This  series  includes  information  on  the  enrollment 
and  financial  experience  of  private  health  insurance  organizations. 

In  1953,  public  expenditures  for  health  were  reported  on  a 
fiscal  year  basis  back  to  1935  as  part  of  estimates  of  social  welfare 
expenditures.    The  series  developed  to  include  health  outlays  by  public 
program  and  by  other  sources  of  payment,  such  as  private  health  insur- 
ance, direct  payments,  and  philanthropy. 

Beginning  with  data  for  calendar  1962,  the  public  and  private 
portions  of  both  series  were  combined  to  give  an  overall  picture  of 
national  health  spending  by  type  of  expenditure  (hospital  care,  physi- 
cians' services,  etc.)  and  source  of  funds.    Beginning  with  1966, 
similar  data  were  reported  on  a  fiscal  year  basis.    More  recently  these 
fiscal  year  data  have  been  distributed  by  three  age  groups.    The  calen- 
dar and  fiscal  year  national  data  are  published  annually  in  various 
Social  Security  Administration  reports. 

With  outlays  for  health  rising  at  a  rapid  pace  in  recent  years, 
the  trend  in  the  Nation's  health  spending  has  attracted  widespread 
interest  and  concern.    In  order  to  provide  the  bases  for  further  analy- 
sis and  interpretation,  all  available  data  on  health  expenditures  are 
presented  in  this  comoendium.    Previously  published  data  have  been 
reviewed  for  comparability  and  revised  where  necessary.    In  addition, 
new  estimates  have  been  developed  for  many  of  the  earlier  years  to  make 
the  compendium  as  complete  as  possible.    No  attempt  at  analysis  is  made 
here. 

Readers  are  referred  to  the  sources  listed  in  the  back  of  this 
volume  for  description  and  analysis  of  health  expenditures  data  as  well 
as  detailed  data  and  analysis  of  private  health  insurance.
